Unavoidable insolvency uma
misglortdne ounly; ealeulatad, persistent, por-
posed lusolvenoy, is at once blunder, s pol,
and » crime,

regard to the currency, but for its earness endsa
vors to render the treedom of four milbons just
relepsed trom Iie-1ong bondage sabstantial and
abiding—not tor Its aisregard of the public faith,
but for its devotion thereto. For years, the
chumpions of sluvery have been warning us that
the li tion of the slaves would resulr in their
extermination—that they would be far worse otf
in freedom than in bondage—that they would be
ground to powder under the heel ol “'the superior
race,” U they shonld eyer be deprives of the pro-
teotion sfforded them by the interest and aifec-
tion of their masiers, And there are many laows
occurring at the South which prove these admo-
nitions not wholly idle, Leave the blacks of the
South to such protection us the ruling caste Is
disposed to accord them, and u8 12 evinced 1
the burning of thelr echoul-houses, in the legis-
Iative dental of their 1ight to testify in courts,
snd in conspiracies to refuse them theprivilege of
buying of renting lunds, and they may very pos-
sibly be brought to regret that they weru ever
gtu.ged “‘out ol the house ot bondags,.”

ard Spain, that they procceded 1n accord with
each other in the general policy laid down or
understood.

England bastily recognized the Rabels as belli-
gerents, giving an exswple lor other powers to
follow, and cheeriully consented to the spoha-
tion and destruction of our sister American re-
publics, thus aiming a blow at republican gov-
erument over the enlire continent, France, or
rathoer the Emperor Napoleon—itor we make a
distinetion between him and the French people
—undertook to blot out the republie of Mexico
und to erect & monarchy on its ruains, Spain
combined with him ot tirst in this great national
outrage, and Bual'y took upon herself o separate
ro.e o attacking thie other republics of Amenca.
These were the perts which each of the three
powets to this most unlioly alliance, conspiracy,
ur combinsation touk, and in which two at least
bave not yebl censed activg, True, they disa-
greed about the spoils soon aftar they commenced
to enrry oul the pregramme, one trying fo over-
rench the other, but eaeh eontinned to be moved
by the same apirit of hostility to the Unlied
States and to republican institations on the Ame-
rican continent,

Now they are suffering the fute of all who
follow blind ambition and iraore the prineiple
of right and justice, Influenced by their own
passions and seltish policy, regardless of the
wellbeing of the masees of munk:nd, these
moturchical and aristocratic rulers listened o
false ]ﬁruph(-ts und beheved a lie. They ware
told that the great republic was broken up,
never to be restored, and they belioved it, But
it was not written so in the book of fate, which
was closed {0 their eyes. The ropublic s pre-
verved, and is stronged and mightier than ever,
The ripple which n few agitating funatics make
in our domestic political afales will be calmed
down soon, and we shall become more firmly
united than heretofore. Our destiny, so -
frtom being clreumseribed or arrceted by the
evenis of the last few yeuru, is enlarged. We
hiave leomed up to be the frst power of the
world. On the other hand, thoss who combined
azuinst us are full of trouble. The thorn is in
thelr side. Reiribation hans followed them.

With reenrd to Franee, the very mensures the
Emypsrar Napoleon fook to cheek the United
States und 10 increnst e power in América
have proved s greatest freuble The 1rut
has turned to asbes in his mooths.  He has be-
come awarcthat beoannoet remaio In Mexico,
and that his experiment ol erecking un empire
and making au emperor s n fdlure, He does
not know bhow to pot out of the dileiuma with-
out disgrace, Theloss of his prestice for sags
oity und stateamanship might materially wesken
his hold upon the Feench people and his power

in Europe, to say nothing of the coet of his
effort to manumeture hmperialiem.  All this
muy stiengihen greatly the opposition, which

The through traffic on so long & line as that
between the Pacifio and the Missibsippl conld
never pay the expenses of the road, But the
mining industry of the moantain regions will
immediately furnish a vast amount of way busi-

nees; snd the rapid development of the mines
consequent on the completion of che road will
stimulate agriculture all along the routw by
furnishing a market for its products. Colorado
o richer in the precious metals than Calitoruia;
and the only resson why it had not dlled up ns
rapidly with inhabliants as Caliternis did in
1848, i# becanse b is not so eadlly wooess
sible. The ciwe of the war, and the re-
lease of so wany young men who have en-
lnrged theiv bonzon of thought by traversing
immwoense  distances, and whose military life
bes filled them with the spirie of adventurs, will
cunge the tide of emigration to set powerinlly
townros those templing regions. It is fortunate
for the country thut, at tne close of g0 great a
war, this magnificent field of enterprise 18 newly
opened, to dram ofl the restle.s spirits who
migbt otherw'se disturb the p use of soclety.
Inured to hardship, adventure, and locomotion,
to inhale the oFc'n air, and gase sl wile pros-
pects, they will tud their old ocoupstions in-
stuflerably tume and irksome, and will narurally
swarm to the mineral regions of the West, They
will there find scope for the coursge, ns well ns
the hardioess of soldiers. The remosnts of the
Indian tribes are scattered through these
regions, and with advanoing civilization proos-
ing uguinst thetp, both Kast and West, they will
be hkely to make a desperate effori to save toelr
race from extinction.

So great are the attractions of that part of
the country, that, in spite of long and tonely
wagon roads, the trafile toither 18 alrendy
amazing, The lollowing interesting stat2ments
are tuken from the recent message of Governor
Cummings, of Colorado :—

But what 1 much more remarkabie than ell this
is tho statoment to bo lound in the report otd.

Herriek, the engincor appoiited 10 survoy the route
for o rardroad from Go wona Ulty, nt the entraucs to
the mountaine, to Black Hawk, rthe ceutio of one ot
the nuipe distriete, & disignc: o6 Jeds than twenty-
fve my es. He alones that upon inguiry ot the mer-
obunts of Centiul, Nevada, und Blaok Hawk ocitios,
he nsccrintned that the amount pamd by them for
freighc duiog the jast year, prncipsby in the sam-
mer and sututon, 1wr supphes teken over this short
dwtance, vas over six hondrcd and fiity thousand
doliery, and this sum decn not 1nelude anvthing pad
for mechinery or soup ies forwarded diroctly to the
mining companic :, which would probably be not
Ices than two heudred thousaud dolinrs in addition
to the former sum, 11 these fuety wors not verifled,
they would nppear incredible.

By comparing the number of men with the
number of ammals, it will be seen that ench
man must drive either two teams ot from four
1o six mules ench, or single teams ol eight or
ten, By comparing the men with the frelcht,
we find that the average 18 G000 pounds, or two
and a halt tons, to cuch driver, Of thede eams
thus londed, making allownoce for night stop-
pages und detentions by stormy wedtner, there
must bave been something like thras (or, 1f
cach driver had two, six) teams an hour pa%s.
wg the tolkbridge ; which would keep the
wholo route dotied with teams at distances ol
leas than o mile apart,
the two gireat routes.

It is obvious, trom these statements, that the
Pacific Rallroad will do a large business trom
e moment of its completion, and that the
rapld development of the country cansed by it
will, in a few years, overwhelm it with un
unmanagenble traflic,

The speedy setilement of that vast region, em-
braeing ten Territories, soon to become States,
will have s gredat influence on the distribution of
pohitical power in this countey, Owing to the
peculiarity ot our Federal institutions, the
transter of political fofluence will very much
ottvun the Western flow of population, Mot ol
those Terzttories wall be adwuitted into the Umon
us Stales before they have ag many inhabithnts
a5 entitle one o1 the older Btates to an additional
representative, But from the moment any one
ol them becomes a State, ils weight in the
highor bravch of Congrese is equal to that of
the most populons member of the Union. Those
ten new Btatos will add twenty members to the
Benute before they bave population enough to
make any perceptibie differencs inthe House ol
Representatives.  They will probably hold the
balance ol power 1n the Rennte before the pas
slons which now aeirate the country have spent
thelr foree. In what direction their intluence
will be exerted is a question of great nterest.

o estimate the political tendencies of that
gront replon, we must take into aceount both
the probabile character of s eettiers and the
loeal influences by which they will be sur
rounded. The best part of its early settlers will
be turnished by the disbanded armies of the two
hostile sections, ‘I'hose who enlisted, on eliber
side, cmbraced all Lhe young men of enterprise;
all that elase to whom the ordinary routine of
tranquil pursuits seemed tame; ull who were
full of energetic impulse, restless ambition, and
the love of excitement, hazard, and adyenture,
Thelr military experienoe has incressed their
natural restléssness, and they can never pettle
down with content in the dn!l round of ther old
pursuits, cspecially when such atempting deld
16 opened belore them ag s presented In those
wagnificent mountain Btates, abounding in sub-
lime scenery und mneral wealth, More scttlers,
in propartion, will go thither from the South
than irom the Sorth, both becsuse their homes
have been blasted by the desolation of war, and
becauso the elavation of the negroes to the rights
ol freemen will incite the poorer elasses of the
South (o vseape & fancied degradation,

But when the soldicrs of the two disbanded
armles meet and mtermlugle in the virgin
tegritories of the West, they will be better
friends (han If they had pever confronted
each other in deadly confliet. = Nallher side
bus auy renson to be ashsmed of its soldiership;
and men of tested bravery seldom fall in mutoul
respeot. This Iy one reason why the political
influence of those new States will be Iavorable
to concillation.

Another reason will grow out of thelr close
proximity to the doomod Iudian tribed.  As re-
spects Jhe diversite of human races, the pre
dominant feeling In those new Siates will not Ix
thut 811 mwen of all colors &re equal, bat 1hat bar-
barism and spvagery must give way to the higher

clmime of ‘\|\'ﬂ'|,y,nun-h; and that the i'l'*"'l-'ll'
human races must yield to \he suporior, Th's

The human race is so prolifio, the areative
ingtinoe lins so mugh energy, that the best stocks,
should they rnulllgb without check, would over:
run the world an ont;ulp Ita onpacity to sup-
port it= inhabilanis. It Is belter, now that the
world Is tipening for It, that the eatth should be
tenanted by tpe superior and progressive races,
Whether this be troe or false philosophy, the
people of the Rocky Monntain States are pretiy
certain to act upon It; and they will acoordinely,
a8 a community, have nd sympathy with the
mawkish philanthropy which exalts the interests
of the Eouthern negroes into equal competition
with those of the white rare,

The people of the Mountain Siates, from the
immonse distances (hey must traverse to got
there, from the enlargoment of ideas nnd imagi-
nation incident to the halit of looking out upon
the two great oceans in following the channals
through which thelr productiovs will find a
market, and trom the wide aréas from which
thelr or'gmal population s gathered, will be
exempt from the illlberal oparrowness which
gave birth to the late terrible contest, Thut
contest war ‘he culinination of a long conflict
between Massachugotts and Bouth Carolina ide is,
Esch of tLose States Is inhabited by & white
ropulation which is almost homogencous, In
Maseachusetts the sameness of race and
general  equality of  conditions  rosterod
the doetrine off ])erfnct human equality; while
in South Carolipa the preseoce of an 1a-
ferlor race led the people to regard (his doo-

trine ns absurd; an in Doth States a
population living tor mearly two centu.
ries. on the same conline puich of

territory, a majorily of whom had never been a
bundred miles trom home, naturally measared
the worid by thear own petty standard, The
jeople of the mountain Btates will naturally

old all such narrowness in contémpt. They
will hiave the enlargement of view and liberalid
of sentiment which befit the people of & vast an
magnificent country, whose diversity of soll,
climate, productions, and local ¢lrcumetances
crente & corresponding diversity of interests,
which no one Government i competent to care
for in detail; and yet have groat general interests
requiring cential regulstion. Thelr miniog in-
terests, tor example, require & set of regulations to
which 1t would be absurd to apply the general
principles relating to real estate in older commu-
nities; and those people will be goick to asnpm
clate the advantages of locul control over loocal
aflairs, while sctting n due value on the common
protection afforded by the common Government,
We therelore conelude tuat the erowing Westorn
influence In our politics will be salutary and
beneficent,
